journey they 


were 
destined 
to make. 
He 
says: 


"Aftermaking 
up packages 
of dried 


fruits for exhibition 
abroad, 
and 
a 


email 
selection of limes 
aud lemons 


which I plucked from 
tho trees the 


day before leaving?not 
calculating 


upon taking oranges?l 
accidentally 


met, on the boat between 
San Pedro 


and San Diego, one of the Wolfskill 
brothers 
who 
was 
taking 
a small 


shipment of oranges.not 
especially 
se- 


lected, 
to 
dispose 
of immediately; 


they were fullyripe, and in the ordi- 
nary boxes containing about a bushel 
each. 
Knowing my determination, 


Mr. Wolfskill asked me if I did not 
want some oranges to take to Europe. 
I laughed, 
and replied: 
That they 


would hardly bo likely to keep 
for 


the length of time and space, 
but that 


I would accept 
of a couple of boxes." 


This information 
is of great value to 


the orange 
growers of Los Angeles 


valley, and proving as it does the last- 
ing qualities of our citrous fruits, at 
once and effectually dispels the argu- 
ment of those who hold that our or- 
ange product will in a short time so 
greatly exceed 
the demand 
as to de- 


preciate 
the 
oaoro»nti)a 
v»}uo ot cbe 


i'ruit. 
The Herald 
has maintained 


heretofore 
and 
now reiterates 
that 


with railroad communication 
with the 


East it will be as impossible 
for Los 


Angeles valley to overstock the orange 
market as it is for the gold and silver 
mines of the Pacific 
Coast to depreci- 


ate the value of the precious metals. 
That we shall have the much needed 
railroad communication 
is as certain 


as that the demand for it is great. Our 
oiange growers need not fear that they 
willgrow too many oranges. 


Grapes 
and Raisins. 


The establishment 
of 
the 
Alden 


fruit drying factory in this city has 
created a new interest in the grape 
growing 
business. 
The splendid 
ex- 


hibit made by Mr. Davis in the Fair, 
ofraisins made by the Alden process, 
both astonishes 
and delights all be- 


holders, 
and 
when vineyardists 
are 


assured that the really fine raisin they 
are examining 
is produced 
from the 


common Mission grape, which has up 
to this time had but little commercial 
value, except In certain localities for 
wine making, they see a ready market 
at a paying price for the tons and tons 
of grapes on which they have been ac- 
customed 
to place 
but little value. 


This Alden process 
seems 
destined 
to 


create anew a business 
which had so 


declined that many grape growers who 
had spent 
thousands 
of dollars 
and 


years 
of time in the cultivation 
of 


vineyards,were digging up their vines 
for the purpose of applying the soil to 
other uses. 
The Alden process 
will 


not only stop this work of destruction, 
but willincrease the vineyard acreage 
many fold. 
There 
Is every indication 


that in a very short time Los Angeles 
will be shipping raisins 
to ail parts of 


the coast and the East. 
We have al- 


ready demonstrated 
that 
the grape, 


both the common and the superior va- 
rieties, grown in this valley willmake 
a raisin vastly superior 
in every 
res- 


pect to those 
produced 
in other por- 


tions of the State.

as to the Next House. 


[From the Sacramento 
Union.] 


In the Congre&slonal elections on the 


13th of this month 
there were Repub- 


lican 
losses 
as follows: 
In Ohio, 8; 


Indiana, 
C; West Virginia, 
1; lowa, 


let us say none; 
Nebraska, 
none. 
To- 


tal losses, 
15. 
Total members elected, 


46. 
The Republican 
losses 
in these 


five States amount to 32 per cent, and 
a fraction-more. 
On the 2d and 3d of 


November 
211 
members 
are 
to be 


elected In twenty-three States. 
These 


.States include New York. Pennsylva- 
nia, Kentucky, 
Maryland, 
Virginia, 
Illinois, Alabama, Louisiana, Massa- 
chusetts, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Mln- 
nesoto, 
New Jersey, 
Kansas, 
Dela- 


ware, Missouri, Tennessee, 
and several 


others. 
In Kentucky there can be no 


Republican 
losses, 
because 
they have 


now not a member from that "state. 
In Massachusetts 
there willprobably 


be a break or two; inKansas also, and 
a chance of two less Republican 
mem- 


bers 
from Maryland, 
aud three 
less 
from Virginia. Michigan has now a 
solid Republican 
delegation, 
but will 


firobably return not over halfas many 
n the 
coming election. 
Wisconsin 
now has six Republicans 
to two Dem- 
ocrats. 
The chances 
are 
that the op- 
position in that State will elect more 
than the majority 
this year; and we 
think the same may be predicted of 
Minnesota, whose 
delegation of three 
are now all Republicans. 
Delaware is 
represented 
by a Republican now, but 
is likely to change him for a Demo- 
crat. 
New Jersey 
has 
now but one 
Democrat 
to six Republicans. 
Here 
is a prospect for a loss of two or three 
Republicans. 
We do not speculate on 


the New York and Pennsylvania 
dele- 


gations. 
As they stand 
in the Forty- 


third Congress 
the Republicans 
have 
forty-six to fourteen 
opposition mem- 


bers. 
Ifthings take the same turn in 


these 
two 
States 
that 
they did in 


Ohio and Indiana, the next House of 
Representatives 
will have 
a 
very 
large opposition majority. 
But if the 
per cent, 
of loss by the Republicans 
In the elections 
next month is only
